REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 11, and 13-21 are all the claims pending in the application. By this 
Amendment, Applicant cancels claims 10 and 12. In addition. Applicant amends claim 1 to 
include the features of claims 10 and 12. Applicant also rewrites claims 13, 20, and 21 into their 
independent form including all the features of their base claim and any intervening claims. 
Applicant also amends claim 16 to depend on claim 1 as opposed to the canceled claim 10. 

Claims 12, 13, 20, and 21 contain allowable subject matter but are objected to for being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim. By this amendment, the features of the allowable claim 
12 along with the intervening claim 10 are included in claim 1. Moreover, claims 13, 20, and 21 
are rewritten into their independent form including all the features of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Accordingly, it is appropriate and necessary for the Examiner to allow 
claims 1 , 13, 20, and 21 . Claims 2-9, 1 1 , and 14-19 are allowable at least by virtue of their 
dependency on claim 1 . 

In view of the above, reconsideration and allowance of this application are now believed 
to be in order, and such actions are hereby solicited.
